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PARIS’ BAD TEMPER. 


It Is Aroused by the Visit ot the Em- 


press Frederick. 


ALL THE FRENCH ARTISTS REFUSE TO 
, EXHIBIT AT BERLIN. 


Diplomatic Correspondence Going on Be- 
tween the German and French Govern- 
ments—The Emperor to Prince Bis- 
marck—Queen Victoria and the Prince 
of Wales Quarrel—Foreign News. 


PARIS, Feb. 26.—An increased feeling of anx- 
lety lest a suaden disturbance should occur 
before the Empress Frederick leaves 
Paris prevails here and is reflected in Berlin. 
The plan, which was looked upon as settled, 
by which the French artists were to exhibit 
products of their art at the Berlin Exhibition 
has been abandoned. Detaille, the French 
painter, has finally yielded to the pressnre 
brought to bear upon him and to-day 
announces that he made a mistake in consent- 
ing to send some of his works to the German 
Exposition, adding that he feels, upon re- 
flection, that it would not be patriotic to go 
to Berlin. Detaille also says that all brother 
artists who are Frenchmen will abstain from 
being represented at Berlin. The artistic 
question outlined by the statements made by 
Detaille and other French artists, is the chief 
topic of conversation throughout Paris and 
the provinces. 

DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENCE. 

At the reception held yesterday evening by 
M. Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count 
Von Munster, the German Ambassador, 
threw the whole blame for the unpleasant - 
ness arising from the visit of the Empress 
upon M. Herbette, the French Ambassador at 
Berlin. This has given rise toa considerable 
amount of diplomatic correspondence by 
telegraph and otherwise, the outcome of 
which, it would seem, is that M. Herbette 
will most likely be recalled from Berlin, 
where he will be replaced by some one 
who will not lead another Imperial 
German visitor into such political hot water 
asthe Empress Frederick now finds herself 
in. That the actions of the Parisians and 
the tone ofthe newspaper press of Paris will 
be resented in Berlin, nobody for an instant 
doubts, and there are many people who look 
forward, not without a feeling of apprehen- 
sion, to the effect that the present ‘‘unpleas- 
antness’’ may have upon the mind ofthe 
young and warlike Emperor of Germany. 
In this connection the Gaulois to-day says 

that it is significant to note that the move- 
ment of protest upon the part of the French 
people against the proposition that the 
artistic world of France should be represented 
at the Berlin Exposition has caused a deep 
impressionin Berlin. The Gaulois adds that 
the consequences of this feeling in Berlin may 


be serious. 
CONSTANT RETREATS. 

Benjamin Constant, the painter, has also 
refused to have the products of his brush ex- 
hibited at Berlin, though he says that he be- 
lieves that this whole matter is an incident of 
patriotism wrongly understood. For his part, 
he says, he regarded the French participa- 
tion in the Berlin Exposition,as an opportun- 
ity for taking a small measure of revenge 
upon the Germans while awaiting something 
better.. Calmer minds, ever since the project 
to get French artists to exhibit in Berlin, 
have been speculating. upon what the effect 
would be upon the people of Berlin if, for 
instance, the celebrated pictures of Detaille 
giving, fromthe French point of view, inci- 
dents of the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71, 
which are glorifying to the French arms, 
were exposed at the Exposition to be held in 
the capital of Germany. ä

A number of artists 
who were appointed to serve on the commit- 
tee declare that their names were used with- 
out their permission. M..Detaille yesterday 
telegraphed the Berlin committee that the 
situation was becoming critical. 

MME. CARNOT AND PRINCESS MATHILDE. 

PARIS, Feb. 26.—Mme. Carnot caused con- 
siderable embarrassment to the Countess 
Menabeca, wife of the Italian Ambassador 
bere, by calling while the Princess Mathilde 
of the Bonaparte family was present. Mme. 
Carnot, however, eased the situation by a 
cordial greeting to the venerable Princess, 
and they parted friends. 

THE BOURSE WEAK. . 

The Bourse is weak owing to the reports 
that articles unfavorable to France, arising 
from the feeling here over the visit of the Em- 
press Frederick, have been printed in the 
Cologne Gazette and German papers. 


The Emperor to Bismarck. 

BERLIN, Feb. 26.—It is stated in certain om - 
clal circles here that Emperor William has 
commanded Bismarck, as a Major in the 
army, to preserve silence on political affairs.

NAVAL SECRETS LEAK OUT. 

BERLIN, Feb. 26.—Before the naval esti- 
mates came outof the Reichstag the Secre- 
tary of the Admiralty declared that the money 
called for in the estimate was necessary ; that 
it was imperative that Germany should have 
a first-class navy or none. He asserted that

BERLIN, Feb, 26.—The official organ of tlie 
German miners predicts that there wili be an 
Unanimous strike shortly in Upper Silesia, 
where great discontent prevails, owing to 
the maltreatment of the miners by the pro- 
prietors. 

ORDERING COAL FROM ENGLAND. 

The North German Gazette says that the Gov- 
ernment, anticipating a general strike in the 
coal trade, has ordered large supplies of coal 
from England. 


Dilke at Glasgow. 


LONDON, Feb. 26.—Sir Charles Dilke, speak - 
ing last night at Glasgow, said that the em- 
pires of Europe were well armed, watching 
for whom they might devour. Notwithstand- 
ing an expenditure of £57,000,000 annually for 
defense, England stood in dread of other 
powers, forthe whole fabric of the British 
constitution rested on the avoidance of de- 
feat. More than any other power England 
maintained herself on prestige and was liv- 
ing out that prestige. 

THE DOCKERS’ STRIKE. 

LONDON, Feb. 26.—In reply to Cardinal Man- 
ning and Mr. Buxton, the Chamber. of Com- 
merce has signified its willingness to arbi- 
trate the dockers’ strike if either side will so 
request. It is reported that the dockers are 
willing to take the initiative. 

MINISTER OF INDUSTRY. 

LONDON, Feb. 26.—Sir John Gorst, who 18 
Secretary for India under Lord Salisbury, ex- 
pressed himself yesterday in favor of creating 
the office of Minister of Industry, to look after 
the interests of the working classes. He also 
said that the importance of pauper labor was 
a subject well worthy of consideration by the 
Government. 

TRADES UNIONS’ SUGGESTIONS.

Hundreds 
ofthe leading Wesleyan preachers have al- 
ready arrived in London to assist in the pro- 
liminaries of the metropolitan celebration. 
Equally earnest work is going on all over the 
kingdom. 
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Queen and Prince Quarrel. 


Lonpon, Feb. 26.—The great event of the 
day was the launching of the two new 10,000 
tons ironclads at Portsmouth. Special trains 
conveyed the royal family and the select 
number of invited ts from Windsor and 
the city The weather was fine and the bril- 
liant spectacle was witnessed by an enor- 
mous crowd. The Queen performed 
the launching ceremony with her 
accustomed ease of manner, though 
just before the programme was Degun she 
bad shown signs of considerable excitement, 
owing toa heated discussion with the Prince of 
Wales. The Queen and the Prince were ob- 
served to be quarrelling for several minutes 
as they stood beneath the ship’s 
bows. Her Majesty’s manner was im- 
perious, while that of the Prince betrayed 
extreme irritation, and he seemed to be de- 
fending himself from some imputation cast 
upon him by his august mother. Both the 
disputants became so flushed as to threaten 
apoplexy, and the witnesses of the singular 
scene were much relieved when the tiff was 
over. Of course, no one ventured to intrude. 

The supposition is that the trouble grew out 
of some trifling breach of etiquette on the 
part of the Prince, whois not so punctilious 
in these matters as he once was, while the 
Queen is more and more precise as she grows 
older. After the royal differences had been 
adjusted the programme was carried out 
with eclat, the Queen came down from 
Winsor on a special train at 10:30, accompan - 
ied by Prince Henry of Battenberg, the Prin- 
| cess Beatrice and a large suite. The Prince of 
Wales left onaspecial train from London 
about the same time attended by a numerous 
suite and clad in the full uniform of Admiral 
of the fleet. Other trains conveyed the in- 
vited guests and the general public.

NO CHANCE GIVEN THE WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN TO ESCAPE. 


Over 200 of Them Perish in the Ruins of 
the Sacked Buildings—Officers Captured 
by the Government Troops Shot in Cold 
Blood — Affairs in the Argentine Re- 
public. 


IqviquE, via Galveston, Feb. 26.—On the 
15th inst. a battle was fought at Pampa at Do- 
lores. The Government troops were routed, 
with a loss of about 500. On the 16th a mob in 
the town was repulsed with a loss of over 200, 
by the foreign residents. The insurgents are 
in possession of this place now, and a deci- 
sive battle is expected in a few days. 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS OF THE BATTLE. 

BuENOS AYRES, Feb. 26.—Additional advices 
received here from Chili state that the bom- 
bardment ofIquique by the insurgents was 
productive of great loss of life and heavy 

to property. When the rebels en- 

tered the city they attacked the stores and 
residences on six of the principal squares and 
completely wrecked them. The buildings 
had afforded shelter to a large number of 
women and children, but the insurgents, 
héedless of the rules govering civilized 
„ gave them no chance to 

escape and pursued their work 
of destruction regardless of the frantic en- 
deavers of the helpless occupants to seek a 
place of safety. It is known that 200 women 
and children perished in the ruins of the 
sacked buildings. The insurgents seized the 
custom-house and then pillaged all the 
principal houses in the city. After Gen. Soto, 
the commander of the government forces, 
had surrendered thecity the rebel leaders 
landed more troops from their vessels for the 
purpose of holding the place, and dispatched 
a force into the country with the object of 
meeting and engaging the Government 


troops. 
BALMACEDA’S PRECAUTIONS. 

LisBown, Feb. 26.—Mail advices received 
from South America say that President Bal- 
maceda of Chili has sent his family into the 
Argentine Republic for safety, and that after 
the capture of Pisagua, eighteen officers who 
were captured, were shot in cold blood. 
President Balmaceda’s decree calling for a 
presidential election in March, declares that 
members of both Chambers of Commerce are 
rebels, and sentences them to deportation. 


Aftairs in Argentine. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—A prominent commer- 
cial house of this city has received from 
Buenos Ayres, in letters which reached here 
by the last mail steamer, information from 
its agentat Buenos Ayres which gives the 
true state of affairs in the capital of the Ar- 
gentine Republic. The following extracts 
therefrom were made: 

To give you an idea of the heat, I will tell 
you that our thermometer registers 92 deg. in 
this room. What it is outside I do not know, 
but Iam sure it must be 100 deg. 2 fe min- 
utes ago a company of soldiers pa by here 
on their way from the railroad station to the 
barracks, and following them were two 
carriages and a wagon carrying a num- 
ber of men who had been prostrated 
by the heat along the line of 
march, These soldiers are being brought to 
the city in order to insure quiet during the 
coming elections. Recently we have had two 
or three revolutionary scares and we are liy- 
ing from day to day expecting at any moment 
to hear of an outbreak. It is impossible to 
describe the present condition of affairs as 
they are met with here in this grandcity. I 
say grand city because it is well built and has 
a large population—more than half a million 
of inhabitants—and would be, under an hon- 
est administration of public affairs, a place 
of much more than ordinary importance, 
while in its grandeur nominally it is a sight 
to make one sick at heart. 

TO LET. 

Everywhere your eyes meet the words, 
**Se al guila’’ (to let) pasted on the doors of 
houses, from the most insignificant places to 
the most pretentious edifices, and among 
private houses the words bse al quila 
cuartos’’ (furnished rooms) and these among 
some of the best families, they being without 
ready cash during this unprecedented crisis. 
This being so, you will say then rents must be 
low.’’ However, this is by no means the case; 
rents are extremely high. A furnished room, 
which would rent in New York for say $8, 
would bring 25 per cent more in this city or 
say $10 gold ($30 paper money, which 
is the legal tender here) per week. 
A ten-room flat in a good locality 
corresponding to Forty-eighth or to Fiftieth 
street, New York City, rents for from $1,200 to 
$1,600 a year. Building has stopped and 
partly constructed houses are met in every 
street. There is no money to finish the work. 
The most striking monument tothe present 


new avenue which is being opened up through 
the center of the city, starting from the 
Plaza Victoria. This work has been carried 
on in sections, and now, on account of the 
lack of funds, further progress has been sus- 
pended; so you find the avenue completed for 
a block and then you meet witha building 
standing in your way, thefine block pave- 
ment having been continued around it, say 
twelve or fifteen feet, on either side of the 
house. This was not removed because there 
was ho money to pay forit. However, it is 
quite impossible for you toget any correct 
idea of the situation of affairs (you not know- 
ing the character of the people from per- 
sonal contact) from anything 1 can tell 
you or that you can read in the papers. 
OFFICIAL CORRUPTION. 

It would seem impossible and absurd that 
men who have robbed the Treasury to the 
extent of millions of dollars, which has been 
admitted by themselves, could any longer 
hope to enjoy any real support from the peo- 
ple, but such is the case, though only 20,000 
out of 50,000 voters in this city have registered 
for the coming elections.

CONSERVATIVES ALARMED. 


Indications That the Liberals Will Make 
’ Heavy Gains. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 26.—Conservatives 
now privately admit that the IAberals will 
make important gains in Ontario, but they 
still hope to win by a small majority. Their 
hopes are now that the Liberals not make 
as big gains in Quebec as it at first ex- 
pected they would do. The Conservatives 
realize that Ontario does not respond so satis 
factorily to the old Bag’’ cries as it was ex- 
pected she would. The people of the border 
counties are dead set in favor of reciprocity, 
and it is certain there will be a dreadful 
slaughter of Conservative candidates allalong 
the frontier. One by one, manufacturers 
write to the newspapers over their signa- 
tures that they would welcome reciprocity 
and do not fear to meet their American rivals 
ina fairfield. The woolen men, stove men, 
carriage builders, agricultural implement 
makers and furniture manufacturers are 
outspoken in support of the Liberal policy. 
Sir John Macdonald, for the rest of the cam- 
paign, will be dig down to his con- 
stituency in „ Where he will 
find plenty for his hands to do. The 
Liberals there are full of enthusiasm, have a 
popular candidate and will make a great 
fight. The old chieftian will not care, how- 
ever, how his own constituency turns out if 
the Domion asa whole is true to him. In en- 
dea voring to make an estimate of the result 
it must be remembered that the Conserva- 
tive majority at the time of dissolution was 
fifty. The Liberals have, therefore, to hold 
the constituencies they have now and win 
twenty-five from the enemy before they come 
out even. 

WHO PICKED WIMAN’S POCKET? 

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—‘‘Who picked Erastus 
Wiman’s pocket?’’ This, aceording to a 
Washington dispatch toa morning paper, is 
a question that is asked here with considera- 
ble eagerness. A gentleman prominent in 
public life received a telegram from Mr. Wi- 
man yesterday saying that the two private 
letters written to Editor Farrar of Toronto, 
which Sir Charles Tupper read in a speech at 
Windsor, Ontario, Monday night, had 
either been stolen from him or he 
had lost them. As it appears in- 
creditable that the letters could be lost and 
find their way Into the hands of the man for 
whom of all other men they were not in- 
tended, the question recurs, ‘‘did some one 
pick Mr. Wiman’s pocket?’’ 

Considerable amusement has been created 
at the eapital by the accounts of the efforts 
of the Tory leaders in Canada to create the 
impression that a ‘‘treasonable conspiracy’’ 
existed at Washington, in which several 
Congressmen, and especially Representative 
Hitt of Illinois are alleged to be implicated 
to foster annexation schemes. It is thought 
here that Sir Charles“ action in read 
ing Mr. Hitt’s letter to Mr. Wiman, which 
by the way, contains no reference to annexa- 
tion, was simply to stir up feeling upon the 
assumed ground that American officials are 
intermeddling with Canadian affairs—a sec- 
ond Sackville- West case, as it were. As a 
matter of fact, members of Congress are ex- 
ceedly indifferent about Canadian annexation 
and Canadian politics. They think that 
sooner or later Canada will feel it to be to 
her advantage to come into the United States 
Government, and when she gets ready she 
will come. 


DURANGO SNOWED IN. 


A Regular Blizzard—Cyclone at Troy, Mo. 
—Trains Delayed. 

Troy, Mo., Feb. %,.—This section of the 
country was swept by a cyclone yesterday 
afternoon. The storm came up to the north- 
west of this place and in its course swept 
away barns and fences as if they were made 
of paper. The damage done will cost the 
farmers several thousand dollars. 

DURANGO SNOWED IN. 

DuRANGO, Colo., Feb. 2.—This city is 
snowed in, the trains being unable to make 
their way through the snow-drifts.

STILL NO QUORUM. 


The Situation in the Illinois Senatorial 
Struggle Remains Unchanged. 


DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS OF THE ASSEM- 
BLY CAST FOUR BALLOTS TO-DAY. 


The Republicans Determined Not to Vote 

Until Matthews Returns—Mrs. John A. 

Logan's Advice—Treasurer Huston Re- 
signs—Brice Won’t Talk. 


SPRINGFIELD, II., Feb. 26.—Streeter is still 
confident of his chances for election and says 
that he has as good a show as any other man 
living. Republican action, however, is still 
uncertain, and although a majority of the 
members apparently favor Streeter’s elec- 
tion there are several who say decisively that 
they will never vote for him under any cir- 
cumstances. Senators Crawford, Evans and 
Bacon arethe leaders of this anti-Streeter 
sentiment in the Republican camp, and are 
receiving much encouragement. Senator 
Crawford last night received a telegram from 
Mrs. Gen. John A. Logan reading: ‘‘Honor- 
able defeat is preferable to surrender of prin- 
ciple.’’ Dr. Moore is again talked of as a 
compromise candidate. There will very 
likely not be a quorum voting until Senator 
Matthews recovers. The F. M. B. A. mem- 
bers and the Republican Steering Committee 
are holding a conference to-day. 

NO QUORUM. 

This was a day devoid of interest in the Sen- 
atorial contest, and so far as voting was con- 
cerned, was buta repetition of yesterday. 
Senator Matthews Is still absent and the Re- 
publicans refuse to make a quorum. One 
vote was taken, none but Democrats answer- 
ing, and 101 votes being recorded for Gen. 
Palmer. Then a controversy came up be- 
tween Speaker Crafts and Senator 
Fuller, Chairman of the Joint 
Republican Steering Committee, as to 
the right of the convention to proceed with 
the voting when no quorum appeared. This 
lasted some minutes. Fuller came out second 
best, and the voting continued. 

Four votes were taken, making 130 since the 
joint sessions began, with nochange in re- 
sult. The Assembly then adjourned. There 
will probably be no quorum this week.

A Bribery Sensation. 


OLYMPIA, Wash., Feb. 2%.—The Special 
House Committee appointed to investigate 
the charge of bribery of Representative John 
L. Metcalfe by Representative Harry A. 
Clarke during the late Senatorial campaign, 
have made a report to the House. When the 
House was about to Dallot for a United States 
Senator, Metcalfe arose in his seat and dis- 
played $500 in bills, saying he had been paid 
the money by Clarke to vote for W. H. Cal- 
Kins for United States Senator. The report 
censures Metcalfand recommends that the 
House deal with him as seems just. It finds 
that Clarke offered the bribe and requests the 
Grand- jury toindict him. A resolution was 
introduced expelling Metcalfe from the 
House, but no action was taken. 

TEXAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 26.—In the House yes- 
terday Mr. Terrell of Travis introduced a 
substitute for the railway commission bill 
providing that the commission shall notify 
the companies of the intention to fix or change 
rates, sothe companies can consult with the 
commission. It strikes out sec. 10 of the com- 
mittee bill as to requirements for coaches and 
station houses and railway track and rolling 
stock, leaving such requirements to existing 
statutes, and strikes out the provisoin sec. 
I, which reads: 

That upon application to the commission any rail- 
road may,in special cases, to prevent manifest in- 
jury, be authorized by the commission to charge less 
for longer than for shorter distances for transporting 
persons and property, and the commission shall from 
time to time prescribe the extentto which such 
designated railroad may be relieved from the opera- 
tions of this paragrapb. 

This would leave the para graph to read: 

It shall be an unjust discrimination for any railroad 
subject thereto to charge or receive any greater com- 
pensation in the aggregate forthe transportation of 
like kind of property or passengers for a shorter than 
for a longer distance over the same line. 

NEBRASKA GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb, 26.—There was a lively 
time in the House of the Nebraska Assembly 
yesterday afternoon and evening.

New York, Feb. 2.—A special to the 
WoRLD from Washington says: Treasurer 
Huston has again tendered his resignation, 
but this time it looks very much as if all 
might be over’between him and thefPresident.

H. B. Gardner, 
whose hardware store occupied the lower 
floor of the Robinson block, could not esti- 
mate his loss. His stock was fully covered by 
insurance. The upper floors were occupied 
by Miss L. Benson, who kept an apartment 
house and loses $2,000 worth of furniture. The 
loss on the Lumber Exchange is almost im- 
possible to estimate.

Disastrous Results of the Recent Heavy 
Rains in California. 


MANY BUILDINGS AND BRIDGES WASHED 
AWAY BY THE FLOODS. 


A Mexican Town Washed Away—Cattle 
and Stock Drowned-—Some Lives Lost 
—The People of Yuma, Ariz., Camped 
on the Hills—An Appeal for Aid—The 
Floods. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., Feb. 26.—It com- 
menced raining on Saturday nignt and by 
Sunday the streams were roaring. The motor 
bridge over Lyttle Creek, between San Ber- 
nardino and Colton, was washed away on 
Monday morning. The whole expanse of 
country below San Bernardino City was cov- 
ered by the rushing waters, and many fam- 
mies were compelled to flee to higher ground. 
The school building was carried off, ground 
and all. The creek changed its natural 
course and made an entirely new channel. 
Thousands of dollars’ Worth of valuable 
property was destroyed. Mr. Grosvenor, on 
Sunday morning, had 150 acres of highly cul- 
tivated land and on Sunday night only a 
quarter of an acre remained. The Santa Fe 
Rallroad bridges suffered greatly. On Mon- 
day morning 150 feet of the bridge between 
San Bernardino and Colton was carriedjaway, 
as were 350 feet of the bridge between thiscity 
and Los Angeles. The motor and county 
bridges over Santa Ana River hadthe ap- 
proaches washed away for 150 feet. The San 
Bernardino & Arrowhead Motor Co.’s 
tracks have been washed out for a long dis- 
tance. In Cajon Pass the condition of things 
is the worst ever seen in that section. Ten 
thousand feet of the Santa Fe track, between 
San Bernardino and Barstow, are obliterated 
and four trains tied up between the two 
points. The Southern Paciuc bridge east of 
Oolton is in an impassable condition. The 
County Hospital, situated in the western por- 
tion of the city, was in danger, twenty-five 
acres of the hospital grounds being carried 
off. A number of houses floated away, leav- 
ing the people homeless. The damage in this 
county will be between $300,000 and $500,000. 
The waters have subsided considerably and 

A TOWN WASHED AWAY. 

SAN DEG, Cal., Feb. 26.—The storm Sun- 
day and Monday was the most severe ever ex- 
perienced in this section. The damage to the 
rallroads leading from the city is quite large, 
and it will be a week before travel is resumed 
as it was before the flood. Thetownof Tia- 
Juana, on the Mexican line, was totally 
washed away, except the Russ Hotel, which 
is so badly damaged as to be of no 
further use. The Otay River broke 
its banks and swelled the Tiajuana 
River until it flooded the entire country, 
sweeping away stores, houses, cattle and 
everything that came in its path. Two per- 
sons are reported drowned at Tiajuana. No 
other fatalities are reported. At Ramona 
twelve inches ofrain is reported as falling 
during the storm.On the Cuyama road several 
washouts occurred andthe San Diego River 
| bridge waswashed away. At Ensenada the rain 
did considerable damage. The soap works 
on Ensenada River were totally washed away, 
but no loss of life was reported. No damage 
was done in San Diego, although considerable 
rain fell and the wind attained the velocity of 
forty miles per hour. 

A VAST BODY OF WATER. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 26.—Reports con- 
tinue to come in from the surrounding 
country giving further details of the devasta- 
tion caused by the recent floods. As these 
reports are doubtless exaggerated it is im 
possible to give an estimate of the losses, but 
the amount will be considerable. It is now 
thought that only four lives have been lost, 
the Wells family of three in number at 
Duarte, and Severano Lourne near Wilming- 
ton. The San Gabriel River formerly passed 
down east of the town. It 18 
now flowing west of the town 
and is 1, 200 feet wide. The county bridge at 
San Gabriel has been carried away anda 
house swept down near Downeys. From the 
Ten- Mile House to the ocean there is a vast 
body of water covering an area of ten miles 
wide and fifteen miles long. Charles Watts’ 
family, supposed to have been drowned near 
Downey, turned up all rignt. The Santa Fe 
road to San Diego isin bad condition and may 
not be opened fora week. The Yuma Board 
of Trade has appealed to this city for ald.

Sylvester Gershon, a Well-Known Citi- 
zens, Mysteriously Disappears. 


LEYT SLATER, MO., LAST SATURDAY AND 
HAS NOT BEEN HEARD FROM SINCE. 


Various Explanations Given for the Ace- 
tion by His Acquaintances in St, 
Louis—Perhaps Due to a Love Affair— 
Diligent Inquiry Being Made by 
Friends and Relatives. 


This morning telegrams were received in 
this city announcing the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Sylvester Gershon, well Known 
in St. Louis, from Slater, Mo., where he was 
in the employ of M. Sicher, a merchant. 
Gershon has not been seen or heard from 
since last Saturday night when he took a tram 
out of Slater, but which direction he went has 
not yet developed. He is well known in St. 
Louis, especially in Jewish circles, where he 
has moved in the best society, and 
is a son of A. Gersbon, the 
superintendent of United Hebrew con- 
gre gation, Twenty-first and Olive streets. 
The disappearance has developed some high- 
ly sensational features, which point to either 
deliberate mania for attracting attention, or 
else itisacase of foul playor a love affair. 
Gershon is 30 years of age, and for quite a 
time held an advanced position in the 
clothing department of the Famous, 
first having charge of the country order de- 
partment and later being over the traveling 
men for the house. He has also held good 
positions with business houses in Topeka, 
Kan., and Alton, III., and is highly spoken of 
as possessing great ability as a business man. 
Telegrams are flying back and forth between 
the young man’s friends and the authorities 
of various neighboring cities where it is 
thought he may be, but as yet no word 
has been received indicating his present 
whereabouts. He has disappeared thor- 
oughly, and if it is sensation he is seeking it 
has evidently been created, as the occur- 
rence is about the sole topic of "conversation 
among the many people who knew him inti- 
mately. 

NO MOTIVE AT SLATER. 

Word received from Slater gives no infor- 
mation which can be construed to give a 
reason for the pecullar act. Last week was 
spent in this city by Mr. Sicher, the propri- 
etor of the store, and Gershon was 
left in charge. The books are locked 
in the safe and the key gone, but the deposits 
in the local bank were made as usual up to 
late Saturday afternoon by Gershon. The 
cashier at the bank noticed nothing peculiar 
about the man at the time, and entered the 
deposit on the bank book. Taking this as a 
lead, it looks hardly probable that Gershon 
should have left the books locked up 
willingly, and creates the impression 
that he intended to return, The 
clerks in the office noticed nothing peculiar 
in Gershon’s actions Saturday afternoon. He 
attended to his duties of general superin- 
tendent as usual, and did not say anything 
about leaving the town, even fora few days. 

Sunday morning he did not appear at his 
boarding place. Little was thought of this, 
but when he did not come to the store Mon- 
day morning Mr. Sicher started an in- 
vestigation. It revealed nothing further, 
however, than that the safe, containing 
the books, was locked and the key gone, 
Telegrams were sent to St. Louis 
and Kansas City without bringing in return 
any information. It was thought probable 
that he might have cometo thiscity and be 
with his parents, who reside at 214 North 
Twenty-first street, but such proved to be a 
false assumption. 

MRS. GERSHON TALKS. 

This morning Mrs. Gershon, mother of the 
missing man, was found at her home. She 
was in a very excited frame of mind, saying 
that she knew nothing of the present where- 
abouts of her son. She said that she had 
not heard from her son for the past three 
weeks. 

„The last letter I received from Syl,’’ she 
said, ‘‘was about three weeks ago, when he 
wrote that they were taking stock, and there- 
fore, being very busy, he wouldn’t write 
more, promising a more lengthy letter in the 
near future. Iam sure I cannot understand 
what has caused this, as my son was always 
steady and reliable. He was well liked by his 
employer, Mr. Sicher, and he had a good po- 
sition. Mr. Sicher was in St. Louis last 
week, and I know that he left my 
son in charge of his business. I 
cannot believe that he has done anything 
wrong, but fear something has happened 
which has kept him from returning to his 
business. We have heard a railroad man 
claims to have seen him in Kansas City last 
Sunday, but since that time we have not 
heard ofa clew leading to his whereabouts. 
He has been tn Slater for several months, and 
went downthere directly after he left the 
employ ofthe Famous, where he was em- 
ployed for some time. During his engage- 
ment with the latter firm he lived at home, 
and =I have reason to know that 
his] habits were steady, and that he seldom 
missed a day from work. His associates were 
always of the best, and he moved in the best 
Jewish circles. Icannot believe that he is 
willingly staying away and keeping his 
whereabouts unknown. It isn’t like him. He 
was always frank and outspoken, and Ido 
not think he would seek notoriety in this way. 
It is shown that there was no reason for him 
leaving Slater, as his accounts were straight, 
and he has no debts of which we are aware. It 
is untrue, so far as I know, that he 
has social obligations in St. Louis which he 18 
anxious to escape fulfilling. He is not en- 
gaged to be married thatI am aware of, and 
Iam sure he would have told me had such 
been the case. When he was in the city he, of 
course, visited numerous young ladies, but 
neither his father nor I have ever heard that 
he was attached or engaged to any of them. 
I have hopes that he will return and be able 
to give a full explanation in a few days. 

A GOOD BUSINESS MAN, 

Mr. Ritter of the Famous says that Gershon 
was a good business man, and that great con- 
fidence was placed in him while in their em-

A STARTLING STORY. 


Henry Williams’ Rémarkable Tale of 
His Treatment by Robbers. 
1 


ON THE LEVEE, BOUND AND 
THROWN INTO THE RIVER. 


A Journeyman Printer Gives the Police 
an Account of an Experience Which 
if True Adds an Interesting Chapter to 
St. Louis’ Oriminal History — Police 
Working on the Case. 


Henry Williams,a printer, madehis ap- 
pearance at the Four Oourtsthis morning 
and told a tale which startled even the old 
veteran Sergt. Reedy. Williams claims that 
last night he was held up by highwaymen on 
the levee, robbed of his clothing and money 
and then thrown intothe river with a ban- 
dage fast around his head. If his story is 
true the experience was a most horrible one. 

Williams was early at the Four Courts to- 
day. A few minutes before 8 o’clock he 
walked into the office of Sergt. Reedy and in- 
quired for the Chief of Police. Being informed 
that the Chief had not arrived he was induced 
to tell his story. He said:. 

My home is at Grand Rapids, Mich., but I 
have lived in Detroit most of my life. Several 
months ago I went to Chicago and worked at 
my trade, that of a printer, in various job 
offices in that city. I got tired of Chicago, 
however, and came down to St. Louis. I 
struck this city yesterday morning on an early 
train and spent the day in wandering about 
‘the down-town streets, sizing up the place. I 
had a little over $17 in money and did not care 
to go to work at once. I ate dinner in a res- 
taurant on Broadway and got a little lunch in 
a saloon. In Chicago I had heard some print- 
ers talking about Frank & Bryant’s saloon 
and Diliiard hall at Sixth and Spruce; so 
about 11 o’clock I hunted up the place and 
watched a game of pool for about fifteen min- 
utes. Then I got a glass of beer and went 
out. By that time I was tired enough 
to go to bed. I had seen the sign 
of the ‘Rest’ furnished room house 
on Broadway, near Chestnut street, early in 
the day, and had made up my mind to stop 
there that night. I had sort of lost my reck- 
oning, however, and when I got out on the 
street in front of the saloon I asked a man 
_wh® stood on the sidewalk to direct me to 
Broadway. The fellow pointed down the 

treet and told me that Broadway was just

blanket was put over my head, and I could 
neither see nor hear. The men first went 
through my pockets and took from my pants 
one $10 bill, a $5 bill, two silver dollars anda 
few cents in change. They then took my 
shoes, overcoat and hat, andI felt them lift 
me from the ground. Twomen had hold of 
my body and one of my legs. Icould feel 
them stumbling along for about two minutes. 
Suddenly Iwas dropped. At first I did not 
realize where I was. Then it flashed upon 
me that I was in the water. My 
hands had been held by my 
captors fast at my side, but I had jerked 
loose as I felt myself falling. I am a good 
swimmer, but the cloth around my head 
bothered me until I pulled it off and by that 
time I had swallowed considerable water. 
Then, too, I was so shocked that I could 
hardly doa thingand would certainly have 
drowned had not my head bumped against 
something hard. I reached up and grabbed 
the side of a barge and after a minute’s rest 
pulled my body out of the water. I 
was so nearly gone that I could hardly 
move for a few minutes. It was 
bitter cold, however, and I knew that I would 
freeze if I did not get my clothes dry. I got 
up and walked to the edge ofthe boat and 
then jumped to the bank. To get warm ran 
up and down the bank fora few minutes and 
then made fora scow about 100 feet up the 
stream.’’ 

„There was a small cabin on the boat and I 
crouched down inside for a little while to get 
out ofthe wind. Among the old rubbish in 
one corner I found a pair of shoes, which I 
put on. 

IN A WATCHMAN’S CABIN, 

Then I went out again and at the foot of 
what I to-day learned was Poplar street I 
came upon a night watchman with a lantern. 
The watchman, I guess, was employed to 
guard the boats, for he had acabin fitted up 
on a barge near by. Hefixedup a good fire 
in the little stove and 1 soon got 
thawed out. I took off my clothes 
to let them dry and spent 
the rest of the night in the cabin. I told the 
watchman how I had been treated, and be- 
fore Ileft, about 7 o’clock this morning, he 
gave meaclothcap. I staid ina saloon two 
blocks up Poplar street for half an hour and 
then came to the police headquarters.’’ . 

The story was told with but Uttle hesita- 
tion, Williams stopping foran instant when 
locating a place, to explain that he had never 
been in St. Louis before. His appearance was 
indicative of truth, yet the tale was 80 
strange and unusual that the assembled 
officers set it down as improbable, and sub- 
jected the young man toa close cross-exami- 
nation. Butit was without avail. Williams 
never wavered and stuck to hig story with 
the utmost tenacity. So well did he bear out 
his assertions that Sergt. Reedy was more 
than half convinced, and with a puzzled look 
on his face, led the way to the office of Capt. 
Young down stairs. There Williams repeated 
his story in detail. 

RESENTED THE INSULT. 


When one of the officers suggested that he 
was drunk and some one had a 
of water on his head,

Everybody in the room was impressed with 
his earnestness. Capt. Young went outside 
and called in Central District Detectives 
Danaher and Freeman, for whose benefit 
Williams was obliged to again repeat the 
story of his experience. The stolen shoes he 
described as kangaroo gaiters, almost new. 
The overcoat was a blue chinchilla which he 
had purchased in Chicagoabout a month ago. 
The hat was a dark Fedora and had been 
worn less than a week. He was unable 
to give the exact number of his 
assailants, but thought there were at least 
five inthe party. He had seen three men in 
front and thought he felt two pair of hands 
grab him from the rear. He had seen the 
face of but one man, but that was the party 
who had addressed him and inquired the 
time. This was a white man, apparently 
about 80 years old and 6 feet 8or9 inches tall. 
He wore a short, stubby beard, a dark sack 
coat, buttoned close around his neck and a 
black slouch hat pulled so far down as to 
almost conceal his eyes. Of the other men he 
was unable to give the slightest description. 
He was sure, however, that he could identify 
the spokesman at first sight and insisted that 
he would recognize his stolen garments. 

SIX SUSPECTS ARRESTED. 

Capt. Young is making a full investigation 
ofthe story. In company with Williams, 
Detectives Danaher and Freeman to-day 
scoured the district in the vicinity of the 
Levee and Spruce street. Every saloon was 
entered, but Williams was unable to find the 
man who had addressed him. Six suspicious 
characters were arrested, and are now being 
held at the Chestnut street station to await 
the result of the investigation. Williams can 
identify none of these,but the prisoners have 
failed to account for their whereabouts at the 
time of the robbery ina manner satisfactory 
to the police. Private Watchman Dixon was 
seen by the officers. He said that 
he had found Williams almost dead 
with the cold. Williams had told him 
the same story ofthe robbery and outrage, 
but had said that a revolver was also taken 
from his person—at least,so he had under- 
stood. The police naturally insist that the 
story is a fake, but are doing considerable 
work in an effort to unravel the mystery.

MINERS’ INTERESTS. 


A BILL PREPARED BY THE STATE LABOR 
COMMISSIONER. 


Engrossing Olerk Jones of the House 
Resolutions and Petitions—Bills Re- 
ported Unfavorably—Proceedings of 
the Missouri Legislature. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 26.—Labor Com- 
missioner Merriwether is in receſpt of a letter 
which affords another argument in favor of 
some law to protect the interests of miners. 
The letter is from a Bevier miner and relates 
how operators at that place have violated the 
law requiring thirty days’ notice before re- 
ducing wages. In the case of the Watson 
Coal & Mining Co. the miners were compelled 
to sign the following contract: 

We, the undersigned, hereby agree to waive the 
thirty days’ notice of reduction in price of mining 
coal, as required. and will work for W. 8. Watson for 
50 cents per ton on and after Feb. 16, 1891. 

It claimed that miners who objected to 
signing this contract were forthwith directed 
to take their tools and leave the mines. Com 
missioner Merriwether is advocating a bill 
that not only requiresa written contract be- 
tween employer and employe, but the con- 
tract must be acknowledged before a notary 
public and recorded at the county seat. 

ENGROSSING CLERK JONES. 

Another stab was made at Engrossing Clerk 
Jones in the House this morning by Mr, Zim- 
merman of Bollinger, who offered a resolu- 
tion tothe effect that it had been demon- 
strated that the majority of the members 
were in favor of his removal, but that he 
had insuited them by declining to re.

ARGUMENTS BEGUN. 


Gov. Johnson Opens for the Prosecution 
in the Vail Case. 


MARSHALL M’DONALD THEN OFFERS TO 
WAIVE FURTHER ARGUMENT. 


—_—" 


The Leading Counsel for the Prosecution 
Delivers a Very Dramatic Address and 
Indulges in Some Caustic Criticism— 
Lawyer McDonald Says He Is Too 
Weak to Speak. 


The arguments in the Vail case began this 
morning, andthe end of that most pecullar 
trial is now near. Both sides have finished 
taking testimony, and the closing of the 
evidence was as peculiaras the rest of the 
trial had been. When the State began its re- 
buttal Goy. Johnson wanted to introduce the 
wagon in evidence. Mr. McDonald objected 
and said that it should have been introduced 
in the case in chief; that it rebutted nothing, 
and its introduction at the close of the case 
only meant that the defendant, after defend - 
ing against one case, would have to re-open 
his defense and begin again. The court was 
ofthe opinion that the wagon belonged to 
the State’s case in chief, but it would not rule 
on the case. Ifthe jury wanted to look at the 
wagon the jury might do so, but the court, 
after the usual vacillating between the two 
sides, said at last: I cannot order the 
wagon to be brought into court. Then, 
said Mr. McDonald, I understand that you 
sustain the objection.’’ 

**No,’’ gaid the Court, I do not positively 
sustainthe objection. Ifthe jury wishes to 
look at the wagon it may. 

Gov. Johnson laid down a lemon which now 
and then during the trial he bites, and rising, 
he addressed the court in a tone which car- 
ried with it a severe rebuke. May it please 
your Honor,“ he began, I insist that the 
court shall rule on this question one way or 
another. Representing the State, I ask for 
nothing we are not legally entitled to. If this 
evidence is legal it is admissable; if it is 11 
legal it is inadmissable, and I insist that the 
court declare whether it is or is not legal evi- 
dence. 

EXAMINED ON THE STREET. 

The Court hesitated, finally called the at- 
torneys to the bench, where a private con- 
sultation was held, and wen it was over it 
was decided to set the wagon up on the 
street in the position it was in when the 
shooting occurred and let the jury look at it, 
and after a long delay this was done. 

The closing testimony in the case was the 
most important, in one sense, that the State 
has introduced. It was the expert testimony 
of Dr. D. V. Dean, who, like Dr. James, has 
been experimenting with false pockets, 
shooting through them. He contradicted Dr. 
James in three points, three very important 
points. The first one was that if the 
pistol was fred the hand, 
with the trigger down, it would 
make practically the same mark 
that was made on the pocket of Vail’s over- 
coat. Dr. James testified that those burns 
could only be made by placing the pistol in 
the pocket, hammer down and trigger up. 
Dr. Dean had with him the pockets he had 
experimented on. The next point was the 
hole. Dr. Dean said he noticed that there 
were no powder burns around the hole in the 
corner of the pocket. He thrust a pistol 
through the corner of a false pocket, fired, 
and the result was the same as in Vail’s 
pocket. Then he fired throughthe corner of 
the other pockets and got a different result. 
These false pockets are not like 
Vail’s pocket, because they were 
powder burned, The conclusion was that the 
hole was made before the shooting and the 
pistol was thrust through it, raised and fired. 
This was the most important point the State 
had made, though scarcely less important 
than the next one. Dr. James testified that 
if the mazzie of the pistol had been against or 
near the overcoat atthe placeof exit, the 
explosion would have torn a large ragged 
hole instead of leaving the small hole 
where the bullet passed through between 
the lining and the coat. Dr. Dean, while 
not disputing that statement, said that 
if the overcoat was in turn pressed 
against something firm only a small 
hole would be made, He placed heavy chin- 
chilla cloth against a straw target and fired 
through a pocket and through the cloth with 
a result which confirmed his theory. Mr. 
Dryden then handed him the cloak Mrs. Vail 
wore and Dr. Dean said that around the bul- 
let-hole wasa circle of powder burn about 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter. 

The State then closedandthe court asked 
whether the defense had any further testi- 
mony. Mr. McDonald said: I don’t know, 
your Honor. The State started out with the 
theory that the hole in the pocket was 
made by the bullet and I defended against 
that theory. Now at the last moment the 
State comes in with the theory that the hole 
was made before the pistol was discharged. 
If they intend to adopt the latter theory, I 
have more testimony to introduce. If they 
mean to keep to the former, Iam done and I 
call upon the State to declare which theory 
it will adopt.’’ 

The Court said it had no power to compel 
the State to make such a declaration, and 
Mr. McDonald made an impassioned speech 
in which he said that he would not then or 
ever say whether he had other testimony to 
introduce unless the State declared its posi- 
tion, Finally, after more than an hour of 
delay, the Court said: Very well, then, the 
case is closed. 

When court gpened this morning the Court 
instructed the jury. The instructions simply 
declared that Vail was guilty of murder in 
the first degree or innocent. In other words, 
thet the shooting was murder or an accident, 
When the instructions were ended, Mr. Mc- 
Donald asked permission to introduce Dr. 
James torebut the testimony of Dr. Dean. 
The Court said that the evidence closed last 
night, and Mr. McDonald was too late. 

The Court then announced that fve hours 
were allowed to each side. 

Mr. McDonald said he was willing to submit 
the case without argument, but the State 
wanted to argue it. Mr. McDonald said he 
would waive the opening argument, but the 
Court said the statute required the State to

And this ge was secret, why? van 
says that a former partner of his m had 
cast him away and secured a divorce; that 
the law prohibited him from marry- 
ing again in five years, and the 
plea that val presents when he 
comes before the bar to answer to such a 
charge as this is the plea that he violated the 
law and married secretly because the law 
forbade him to marry at all. He pleads that 
he could not care for his wife then, and yet 
he had $1,500 to spend on a pate: t machine for 
cramming food down chickens’ throats, he has 
money to spend on insurance policies by 
which he will profit by the death of her life. 
If he had money for that why did he not 
spend it to provide a home for the little 
woman, who in all her acts, in all her words, 
proved herself a devoted and affectionate 
wife? He talks of his love for his father 
and mother, and yet he was living 
daily in two houses, meeting his 
mother day after day, and meeting 
her perhaps with a kiss, and yet he concealed 
from her the proudest secret that a son could 
bring to a mother—that he had taken to his 
bosom a wife, and she was a loving wife, 
too. And Desdemona, struggling under the 
smothering pillow, struggling against death, 
yet devoted, with all her woman’s 
soul, declared: ry did it; com- 
mend me to Lord,’’ 80 
Fanny Vail, with the wound that cost her her 
life, cost the life of her little infant, lay on 
her deathbed and whispered to those who 
bent over it, ‘‘It was an accident, commend 
me to my Lord. He brings into court the 
letters of his wife showing her love, her 
wifely affection for him. He need not to have 
done that. Everybody knew what a 
loving wife she was, but show one 
manly, one husbandly act on his 
part and if he can show it, acquit him and 
set him free. He is charged with the secret 
marriage and he laysitonthe woman. He 
says he would have waited until spring, but 
she urged him, she importuned him. Oh, he 
lays it on her now; she is not here to confront 
him, but at the judgment day she will stand 
before him and harrow up his soul as 
Banquo’s ghost did Macbeth. 

He was asked what his wife’s occupation 
was. He said she was an inspector and when 
he was asked how he knewithe said, ‘‘She 
told me. Twice he let it out that he was 
ignorant of his wife’s life, of her doings and 
all he knew of her was what she told him. He 
brings here some checks and says 
that they represent $200, which he 
paid his wife.

HIS INSURANCE. 

On Jan. 3 Vail had an accident policy for 
$5,000 on the life of his wife, Where was his 
wife? What wasshe doing? She was coming 
from Old Monroe and he met her with a 
buggy. He drove her home and stopped 
there to take supper. That policy wasto ex- 
pire next morning, and he drove his wife to 
Forest Park and there a scene occurred, it 
matters not how conflicting the stories about 
it are. Take Valil’s own statement—a horse 
ran away from her and if Mrs. 
Vail had not stopped it, within two days 
Vail would have been in the office of the 
insurance company claiming $5,000 for her 
death. His footslipped ashe was getting 
out of the buggy! It is the same old slip; the 
same old story. The fact is that he hada 
policy on her life, and the horse rah away. 
Leave out all the statements of the circum- 
stances; there is the fact that during the 
twenty-four hours in which this occurred 
Vail had a policy on her life which covered 
that day. 

AN AWFUL ARRAIGNMENT.

Johnson 
took a chair and as he related the claim of the 
defense, he climbed the chair and as he stood 
on thetopofithe asked the jury whether 
they believed that Mrs. Vail could. have 
climbed up there and fallen back without at- 
tracting the attention of Lizzie McAtee, who 
was not three feet away.

oration, and when he sat down Mr. McDonald 
‘Said that he was willing to submit the case 
without any argument. The Court asked Mr. 
Dryden if he ed to argue the case, and he 
said he would to confer with his coun- 
sel, 

Mr. McDonald said that if he was physically 
able to make an argument, he did not see 
the necessity for it, but he was not physically 
able to do it, and he was willing to go to the 
jury without an argument. 

The jury was sent to dinner, and the case 
rested here until the afternoon session.

MUST BE GOOD MEN. 


‘What Citizens Will Do if the Party 
Tickets Don’t Suit. 


NO ACTION TO BE TAKEN IF POLITICAL 
NOMINATIONS ARE SATISFACTORY, 


What Some of Those Who Have Been Men- 
tioned as Leaders of an “Independent 
Movement Have to Say—The Republi- 
can City Committee’s Appeal for Funds 
—~When Certificates Must Be Filed. 


Will an organized citizens’ movement sep- 
arate and distinct from the two political or- 
ganizations be a factor in the coming munici- 
pal election for six Councilmen and twenty- 
eight members of the House of Delegates? 
This question is very frequently asked just at 
present in business and political circles, 
What will it amount to if it does is another 
query likewise often heard. 80 far as the 
citizens’ movement is concerned it can be 
reliably stated that though the matter has 
been much talked of no organization has yet 
been effected. The gentlemen mostly inter- 
ested in sending good men to the Assembly 
are closely watching the politicians to see the 
character of the candidates they intend to 
place on the tickets. The politicians, how- 
ever, appear to be in no hurry to nominate 
their tickets. They have up to March 21 
to file the lists of nominees, under the pro- 
visions of the ballot reform law, and 
there is a widespread belief that neither the 
Democrats nor Republ icans will make their 
nominations before the 19th or 20th. This would 
leave but little time for the leaders of a citi- 
zens’ movementto circulate the necessary 
petitions to get other names on the official 
ballot, provided the selections of the regular 
parties fail to come up to the standard, The 
leaders of both Central Committees continue 
to claim, however, that the tickets will be 
made up of good representative men, but there 
are many who do not feel disposed to attach 
much credence to these assurances. 

NO ORGANIZATION AS YET. 

The names ofa number of prominent men, 
representing a diversity of interests, most of 
whom are identified with the recently organ- 
ized ‘‘Informal Club,’’ have been published 
as leading a citizens’ movement to put up an 
independent for the approaching election. A 
number of these gentlemen were seen to-day 
and questioned on the subject. 

O. C. Rainwater said: ‘‘While I have 
heard some talk on the sub- 
ject of organizing such a movement, 
I have heard nothing further. I have not 
taken part in any meeting to accomplish that 
result nor have I any information that any 
organization has been effected. I would be 
in favor of a citizens’ ticket provided the two 
parties put up the wrong kind of men for the 
Assembly, but if they nominate creditable 
candidates I would not favor any such 
action. It 1 the duty oof g00d 
citizens regardless of politics to elect good 
men tothe Assembly, and I trust we will get 
them,’’ 

Edward 8. Robert: ‘‘I see I have been listed 
as one of the managers of the Citizens’ cam- 
paign, but I know nothing about it. I have 
heard nothing whatever about the organiza- 
tion described.’’ 

FAVORS A DIFFERENT PLAN. 

C. H. Sampson: ‘‘If there has been any or- 
ganization effected I know nothing of 
it. I am inclined to believe, however, 
that there will be a citizens’ ticket, though I 
cannot say that I am entirely in favor of tak- 
ing sucha step. If the people would only 
take a hand in the primaries and elect the 
right sort of delegates, both parties would 
then put up good representative men, In 
common with the business people and all 
others who desire good municipal rule, I 
want to see good men nominated and elected 
and I hope that none outside of that 
class will be selected. Let everybody take an 
interest in the election, and let them demand 
of their parties the nominationof men who 
will refiect crediton the city. 

F. A. Drew: ‘‘I know nothing about a 
citizens’ movement, in = fact have 
attended no meeting or - 
pated in any organization. If 
the older parties do not give us good men, 
however, I will favor any movement that 
will. Every citizen should feel it his duty to 
take enough interest in these municipal 
elections to elect proper persons regardless 
of partisan politics.’’ 

WILL MAKE A SPEECH. 

Marcus Bernheimer, President of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange anda Democrat said: ‘‘I 
must decline to discuss the Oltizens’ Independ - 
ent movement, or to express my personal 
views on the matter at present. I do this be- 
cause I am to make a public speech on the 
movement in the near future, and prefer to 
remain silent onthe subject until then. I 
will have no hesitancy in going on record 
when the proper time comes. 

John W. Kauffman, ex-President of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, a Republican in 
politics, said: I am in favor of the move- 
ment because I believe in putting the men 
best fitted for the offices in the city govern- 
ment, independent of politics. It should not 
be a question of what party a man belongs 
to, but of whether or not he is the most cap- 
able man for the office, and upon this basis 
an independent ticket, opposed to the

Recorder of Voters Carlisle said to-day that 
the nominating certificates would have to be 
filed in his office not later than March 21.

EAST sT. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE. 


A conference of railroad and city officials is 
being held to-day in the City Court - room for 
the purpose of readjusting the viaduct 
assessment. The recent decision of the 
Supreme Court in regard to the special 
assessment for the bullding of the structure 
was to the effect that it was disproportionate, 
inasmuch as the railroad companies had been 
assessed for almost the entire amount, and 
the city was not called upon to pay as large 
a share as it should in consideration 
of the benefits to be derived by the inhab.

HE NEGOTIATES THE GALE OF A ROAD 
TO THE VANDERBILTS. 


The Road Sold the Herkimer, Newport 
& Poland-—Ives the Promoter of the 
Deal Closed on Tuesday—Trans-Mis- 

souri Freight Association—A Denial. 


New Tonk, Feb. 26.—Henry 8. Ives, the 
young Napoleon of finance, according to a 
morning paper, is back in Wall street, buy - 
ing and selling rafiroads. He has just sold 

the Herkimer, Newport & Poland Railroad to 
the Vanderbilts. The deal was concluded on 
Tuesday, and information of it leaked out 
yesterday. The road extends north from 

Herkimer, on the line of the New York Cen- 
tral & Hudson River Railroad, to Poland. It 
is a narrow gauge line and is 16.73 miles 
long. Included in the transaction was the 
charter of the Mohawk Valley & Northern 
Ra ſlroad, under which name the Herkimer, 
Newport & Poland is to be extended. 

The Herkimer Road was acquired about a 
year ago by a syndicate headed by Patten, 
McGraw and Barse, extensive lumber dealers 
of Albany. This syndicate isan active one. 
It is engaged in several enterprises, besides 
the Herkimer, and Ives is promoter for it. 
The books of the Herkimer road showed that 
its office rent last year was $500, yet it has oc- 
cupied offices in the Manhattan Bank Build- 
ing at 40 and 42 Wall street, that probably 
cost $5,000a year. Here Ives is installed, and 
his faithful colored servant, Tom Procter, 
who was with him when he was in the bank- 
ing business at Nassau and Cedar 
streets, is the guard at the door. It 
is understood that the syndicate and 
not the railroad has paid the rent of these 
Offices. The actual negotiations for the 
transfer of the line were conducted between 
H. Walter Webb, Third Vice-President of the 
New York Central, and Edward M. Burns, 
Vice-President and General Manager of the 
Herkimer road. The New York Central 
bought ali the outstanding securities of the 
Herkimer company, consisting of $184,000 of 
stock and $66,000 of bonds. These securieties 
were transferred to Dr. W. Seward Webb, 
President of the Wagner Palace Car Oo., for 
the New York Central. The amount involved 
in the transaction was not revealed, but it 
was not far from $350,000. 

A GOOD PROPERTY. 

The Herkimer road has been a good paying 
property forasmall one. It has regularly 
paid dividends on its stock besides the inter- 
est on its bonds. Its principal business has 
been hauling lumber. The road was built by 
ex-Senator Warner Miller, Judge Earl and 
other men having financial interests in the 
Mohawk Valley. H. Walter Webb said last 
night that the New York Central did not know 
Henry S. Ives in its purchase of the Herkimer 
road. He said the road would be made stan- 
dard gauge. That could be done in a single 
day. Under the name of the Mohawk Valley & 
Northern, an extension twenty-eight miles 
long would be made, another in a westerly 
direction, to a point on the 
proposed Mohawk & Lawrence 
Railroad north of Boone, and another 
extension some sixty-five miles long would 
be made tothe Adirondacks, reaching Paul 
Smith’s, Blue Mountain Lake, Tucker’s Lake 
and Albany Lake. Mr. Webb said that the 
Mohawk & St. Lawrence, the route which the 
New York Central is to construct to the Thou- 
sand Islands, is to be from Rome to Carthage 
and then take two forks, one to Olayton, on 
the St. Lawrence River,and the other to 
Watertown and Gouverneur. The line from 
Rome to Clayton would be 150 miles long, and 
the one from Carthage to Gouverneur 
thirty miles long. Both the Mohawk & 
St. Lawrence and the Mohawk Val- 
ley & Northern lines would be completed 
by the coming fall. The engineers’ estimates 
for the construction of the New Fork Cen- 
tral’s new lines in Northern New York are 
understood to be between $10,000,000 and 
$12,000,000. The estimate for the Mohawk & 
St. Lawrence alone is $6,000,000. These lines 
will be run in opposition to the Rome, Water- 
town & Ogdensburg lines, which have hith- 
erto had a complete monopoly of the business 
in this section of the country. The principal 
business of the lines will be the transporta- 
tion of timber, and in the summer the pas- 
senger traffic to and from the Thousand 
Islands and other St. Lawrence River resorts. 

WHERE IVES OPERATES. 

On the door ofthe offices occupied by Mr. 
Ives is still another sign besides those of the 
two railroad companies. Itis in small let- 
ters do n in one corner of the large plate 
of ground glass. It reads: Adirondack 
League Club. This club ov s, oo acres of 
17 A in the Adirondacks. shares are 
„%% each. Warner Miller is one of the share- 
holders. The tract is valuable, not only asa 
game preserve, but on account of the timber 
onit. The probability is that there will be 
some extensive tree cutting there after the 
railroad is opened. Mr. Ives is prevented 
from figuring directly as a party in inter- 
est in financial transactions by the fact 
that he has not been discharged from 
bankruptcy, and any property that he 
might have or acquire before his discharge 
could be claimed by his creditors. He is en- 
gaged, however, in the active pursuit of 
wealth. It is understood to have been his 
idea to sellthe Herkimer road and the char- 
ter for the Mohawk Valley & Northern to the 
New York Central. He also directed the ne- 
gotiations on behalf of the syndicate which 
owned the road. Mr. Ives in the past dis- 
played great skill in picking out small lines 
to develop into valuable marketable prop- 
erty. His former partner, George H. Staynor, 
has no part in his present schemes. They 
appear to have separated for good. The en- 
counter between them when they were in 
Ludlow Street Jail, when Ives is said to have 
blackened Staynor’s eye, severed the last tle 
that bound them together. 


A Sale Denied.

FOUR OF THEM TO BE DISPOSED OF VERY 
SHORTLY, 


The Council Committeemen Try to Clean 
oles—Congressman 


On Tuesday afternoon next the Oouncil 
ttee on Public Improvements will make 
attempt to clear its pigeon hole of gas 
bills, there being three of them in it now, 
two of which were introduced way back in 
the session, and one which came in only the 
other day. 

All told there are four gas bills before the 
Council, allof them providing what is now 
known as 90-cent gas. 

The bill of John Maguire, R. D. Walsh and 
Rolla Wells is tabled ready to be taken up at 
any time. This bill was introduced last June 
and had a very stormy career for a time and 


then Was hung up. The incorporators agree 


not to take more than 8 per cent on the 
capital invested, the remaining profit to go 
into the city treasury. Council bill No. 6, 
which is still in the hands of the committee, 
was introduced tn April, 1890, or nearly a 
year ago, The incorporators are 
W. M. Stevenson, H. H. Merrick, A. W. Gif - 
ford, Wm. Walsh and A. H. Kingman, In 
this ordinance no price has been fixed, but 
the proposition is to give the city in return 
for the franchise 10 per cent of the net profits, 
after paying all expenses, taxes, interest, 
fixed charges anda dividend of 10 per cent 
to shareholders on the capital stock. 

The third bill. on the list is that of the Con- 
sumers’ Gas Co., which provides for gas at 
80 cents @ thousand for lighting and # cents 
for fuel, In return for the franchise the city 
is to get the balance of the net profits after 
7 per cent has been paid the stockholders, 
provided the excess does not exceed $50,000 a 
year. In that event the excess is to be divided 
equally between the company and the city, 

The last bill is that of E. A. Meysenberg, 
John M. Sellers, Jas. T. Drummond and Benj. 
Butterworth, which provides for 90-cent gas, 
and the stipulations as to what the city shall 
get have not yet been put in, 

The three bills in committee will be dis- 
— anda hearing given all those inter- 
ested. 


The Merchants’ Terminal Depot. 


Some time ago the Merchants’ Termina 
Co. introduced a bill in the Council which 
provided for a track into the old Round Top 
Market, where the company intended to build 
a depot. This track was to go across at a 
point near Third street and Broadway, 
run together at O'Fallon street. The 
prospect of a track there caused 
great indignation at the time and a 
strong opposition was organized. Finally 
Mr. Rainwater,the President of the company, 
withdrew the ordinance, or at least re- 
quested that it be not passed. As soon as this 
fact became known and there was a pros- 
pect of the depot being located elsewhere, a 
movement was started to have the bill 
passed. There are two contending parties 
inthe field, those who are willing to sacri- 
fice the street forthe depot and those who 
are not. 


The Barracks Appropriation. 
Street Commissioner Murphy has received 
the following letter from Congressman Kin- 
seyon the Barracks question.

We are also indebted to Senators Allison, Plumb 
and Blackburn in acceding to what they regarded as 
an innovation in the army bill. The amount carried 
by the bill is, of course, small, hamely, $50,000, but 
by the terms of the proviso, itis to begin the repair 


and reconstruction of the Barracks and thus commits | 


the Government to the policy we desire to inaugurate. 
Having once begun the work, the War Department 
will necessarily send estimates to Congress, from 
time to time, for ite continuance,and we may thus 
reasonably expect to see this work completed. I 
have no doubt this project will practically take care 
of itself hereafter and will need little ifany atten- 
tion. 

The great difficulty has been that the repair and re- 
construction of the Barracks has not heretofore been 
authorized by law, in consequence of which no esti- 
mates for the work nave been sent to Congress in the 
regular way. The proviso in the army bill get us 
over this point and appropriates as much money as 
can be well expended in the first year.

“CHEVALIER” THOMAS BYRNES. 


The Police Inspector Highly Flattered by 
the Italian Decoration. 

New YorK, Feb. 2%.—‘‘Chevalier Thomas 
Byrnes’’ is the title which has been conferred 
upon the Chief Inspector and Acting Superin- 
tendent of the police force of this city, and a 
profound sensation was caused in Mulberry 
street yesterday when the news of the honor 
for the distinguished detective was received. 
A telegram to the effect thatthe well-known 
police official was to have the order of 
knighthood conferred upon him bythe King 
of Italy was sent to the PoOst-DISPATCH yes- 
terday. 

‘*Signor’’ Byrnes received an official com- 
munication from the Italian Consul in this 
city about ll o’clock yesterday that he had 
been decorated by King Humbert andthe 
title ot Chevalier conferred upon him. In 
the letter the Consul begged leave to inform 
the Inspector that his name was well and 
favorably known in Italy and that in his 
many dealings with the Italian Government 
**Signor’’ Byrnes had treated the Italian 
representatives most courteously. In con- 
sideration of these kindly acts and as an 
acknowledgment of the distinguished ser- 
vices of the Inspector, the King had knighted 
him. The Italian Consul will turn over the 
royal patent and the decoration to Mayor 
Grant to-day and ‘‘Signor’’ Byrnes will be 
invited to goto the City Hallto receive his 
new honors. By this method of procedure the 
honor can be conferred by the Mayor and no 
objection will be raised by the Police Board, 
which can be considered suberdinate tothe 
Mayor. But being an employe of the city 
government it may be necessary for the 
Board of Police Commissioners to take some 
action in the matter before ‘‘Signor’’ Byrnes 
can officially accept the title, anditis doubt- 
ed by well-informed persons that this 
will be done. The board may vote to 
allow the Inspector to accept the 
decoration alone, without taking the royal 
patent conferring the honor itself. This com- 
promise may not please King Humbert, but 
would no doubt immensely please Signor“ 
Byrnes’ scores of friends, who were inclined 
to heartily congratulate him upon the receipt 
of such a distinguished gift. Mr. Byrnes did 
not like to talk about the matter yesterday, 
but finally said to a reporter: 

look upon this action of the Italian Gov- 
ernment asavery great compliment tothe 
police force, which it is proper to treat in 
the gracious spirit in which it is con- 
ferred. For myself, I do not value 
pomp or title, preferring to live and die the 
plain man that Jam; but forthe office which 
l represent, and for the police force to which 
Ihave given twenty-eight years of my life 
without incurring censure or inviting dis- 
grace once, lam very grateful indeed. 

The jewel which ‘‘Signor’’ Byrnes will re- 
ceive and wear ona broad crimson ribbon 
around his neck,isa handsome one. Itis 
shaped like across. It is made ofivory, with 
a center of gold filled in with enamel, upon 
which rests a crown of gold.

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A LIGHT TURNED ON 
How a Traitor Revealed the Collinsville 
Robbers at Work. 


THE GANG TAKEN TO EDWARDSVILLE 
AND MORE ARRESTS TO FOLLOW. 


‘When the Robbers Became Aware That 
They Were Discovered They Fled to the 
Cellarand the Trap-Door Was Closed— 
A Story Similar to but Surpassing That 
of Deacon Brodie.“ 


The City Marshal and people of Collinsville, 
III., believe that they are on the eve of un- 
masking and bringing to justice an organized 
band of robbers, startlingly comprehensive 
in extent, thoroughly disciplined for their 
lawless work, and led by a daring and recog- 
nized captain. The sensational trapping and 
capture of six burglars in the store 
of L. Robinson night before last was 
the beginning of the exposure, and 
detectives are now hot on the trail of others 
kn own to belong to the gang, with the pros- 
pect ofa second capture being effected to- 
day or to-morrow. When these arrests are 
made some prominent and hitherto unsus- 
pected citizens of Collinsville and neighbor- 
ing towns will find themselves in custody, ac- 
cused of deeds that outlaw them from a law- 
abiding community. 
**hunt’’ is therefore full of the most dramatic 
possibilities and its final outcome is being 
awaited with the most eager interest. 
The six men arrested by City Marshal Morris 
and his party night before last were taken to 
Edwardsville this morning for safe keeping. 
Beginning with the three Redmond boys, 
whote arrest was something of a sensational 
shock 10 their neighbors, the names of the 
six are as follows: Jim, Bob and Bill Red- 
mond, Aleck Leslie, John Walden and Ed 
Nelson. They will be held at Edwards- 
ville for the Grand-jury and the case 
is so clear against them that ho appre- 
hension whatever is felt as to 
their conviction. But in addition to 
the six named, the Grand-jury will have 
others of the band awaiting their action, 
with probably the leader of the gang safe in 
the grip of justice by that time. 

THR REPUTED CAPTAIN. 

Somebody in the robbers’ organization has 
**squealed,’’ and its secrets are known, from 
the name of the captain down to the details 
of all the criminal work done in Collinsville 
and adjacent towns to date. The robber 
leader is said to be one William Kincaid 
of Caseyville, III, a man who lived 
unsuspected right in the midst of 
the people whom his band were 
despoiling of property and money. Informa- 
tion of Kincaid’s alleged conneetion with, and 
rank in the band were given on the night of 
the Robinson burglary, and officers were at 
once sent to effect his capture. Owing to a 
misdirection, however, his arrest was not 
made. The Officers were told that he had left 
his home in Caseyville and was in hiding in 
East St. Louis. They accordingly hurried to 
that place, and spent all of Tuesday night 
searching for him. Kincaid was 
soundly sleeping in his own bed at 
his home in Caseyville Tuesday night 
and could have been surprised and captured 
then without the least trouble. The East St. 
Louis search was abandoned yesterday morn- 
ing, and two officers went at once to Casey- 
ville. But they found that the reputed rob- 
ber captain had then really flown from his 
home, having been warned by members of 
the band. It is expected that he will be ap- 
prehended to-day. Kincaid’s record is bad, 
although of late years he has been ap- 
parently a law-abiding citizen. There are 
old charges against him, however, which lead 
Collinsville people to put implicit faith In 
their information, naming him as the leader 
ofthe band of burglars. If captured, it is 
said, his record will be thoroughly exposed 
astocharges that have already been made 
against him, and in addition a new and ex- 
tremely sensational charge will be brought, 
which promises to make the robber captain’s 
trial a matter of life and death for him. 

A prominent citizen of Collinsville will 
swear that Wm. Kincaid has confessed to a 
woman, who will also be produced at the 
proper time, to having committed a murder 
inthe American Bottom several years ago, 
The murder case was one that was extremely 
sensational at the time, and which has re- 
mained a criminal mystery ever since. Kin- 
caid will be charged with the murder and the 
woman will, it is claimed, testify to his con- 
fession of the crime. The story of the Col- 
linsville gang has, indeed, every promise of 
becoming famousowing to its unexpected 
dramatic developments at every point. 

Two citizens of Collinsville are now being 
shadowed by detectives, who have clews 
identifying them as members of the rapidly 
enlarging ‘‘Collinsville gang.’’ Their arrest 
will, it is thought, be justified during the 
present week, and will form another sensa- 
tion inthe case. Most damaging evidence 
has been secured, and when the hands of the 
officers of the law suddenly drop upon the 
shoulders of the two there will be 
one of the happiest surprise parties that 
Collinsville has known for many years. Back 
of it all there will also be proofs showing how 
easy itis for a reputable townsman in day- 
light to be a bold burglar at night, thus illus- 
trating again the fascinating possibilities ofa 
double life. The capture of Chief Kincaid 
and the two gentlemen of Collinsville’’ will 
put the authorities in possession of all the 
leaders of the organized band of burglars. 

WHERE THE MEETINGS WERE HELD. 

The Redmond boys’’ are known to stand 
next to the captain in authority, and were 
the leaders in the raid of Tuesday night. 
They were formerly farmers in the American 
Bottom, but only recently moved toa lonely 
house in the outskirts of Collinsville. It isin 
that house that the meetings of the band are 
thought to have been held, and from which 
they started out on their lawless 
midnight expeditions directed against the 
sleeping neighbors of the Redmond boys,“ 
There has never been a charge of lew-breaking 
preferred against any of the three Redmonds, 
Jim, Bob or Bill, and only in one instance 
was there ever the slightest cause for sus- 
pecting that they were anything but plain, 
honest farmers. When the viaduct was be- 
ing built at Collinsville, a wagon load of iron 

Its was stolen from the works, and the 

Its were subsequently found on the Red - 
mond farm. The explanation. accounting 
for the way in which they had been dropped 
there was given.and it was accepted owing to 
the good standing of the ‘‘Redmond boys.’’ 
Their arrest in the very act of burglarizing a 
neighbor’s store put a new light on the secret 
of the theft of the viaduct bolts. 

One of the mysteries of the raid and sensa- 
tional capture night before last was the iden- 
tity of the missing ‘‘seventh man,’’ and his 
connection with the affair. When City Mar- 
shal Morris and his party of eight citizens 
rushed into the Robinson store, 
there were seven men composing the gang 
of burglars. Six were captured, but the sev- 
enth seemed to fade gently away from the 
view of the attacking party with no effort 
whatever to keep him in palpable form, or to 
pursue and capture him with his six unluck- 
ler brothers. There was plainly some pro- 
tective influence thrown around this seventh 
man,’’ and citizens of Collinsville spent much 
time yesterday trying to account for his easy 
escape. The facts inthe casecame ont by 
degrees and, like all its preceding features, 
they are dramatic to a degree. 

THE SPY. * 

The ‘‘seventh man! was a spy, acting un- 
der the pay and instructions of City Marshal 
Morris. His name is Patterson, and he has

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BAD FOR THE FARMERS. | 


MISSOURI WHEAT GROWERS SACRIFICED 
10 THOSE OF KANSAS. 


Results of State Inspection as at Present 
Conducted—Loss Entailed Upon Farm- 
ers—A Thorough Investigation of the 
Grain Inspector’s Office Demanded, 


The millers are becoming daily more dis- 
satisfied with the manner in which the State 
grain inspectors are performing their duties, 
and complaints from all sides are being made 
of the injury. whieh the system inaugurated 
by Chief Inspector O’Shea is doing not only 
the city but also the State at large. So se- 
rious has been the loss incident to the mixing 
of Kansas hard wheat with No. 2 red, the 
mixture being passed: by the O’Shea men as 
No. 2, that many of the millers have decided 
to adopt heroic measures in order to preserve 
the high grade of flour for which St. Louis has 
long been famous. 

GUARANTEES DEMANDED. 

They will not go into the open market and 
buy what is called No. 2 by the O’Shea ex- 
perts, but either insist that the wheat shall 
be inspected by the inspectors appointed by 
the Merchants’ Exchange or that the seller 
shall personally guarantee that the grain sold 
as No. 2 shall not have any hard wheat mixed 
with it. Asan instance of the determination 
of the buyers to demand this guarantee and 
of the sellers to grant it an incident that oc- 
curred on the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange 
on Friday last may be cited. Alex. H. 
Smith of the Victoria Mills went to Sid R. 
Francis and told him that he wanted to buy a 
large lot of No. 2 wheat if he could guarantee 
that it should not contain any hard wheat; 
in other words, that it should be genuine No. 
2 red, and not simply grain of that grade in 
the opinion of the men who are acting under 
the inspections of the chief. grain inspector. 

A STRIKING INSTANCE. 

Mr. Francis at once agreed to give the re- 
quired guarantee, and mentioned that the 
wheat would be delivered from a certain 
specified elevator. **In that case it is all 
right,’’ replied Mr. Smith, for we have 
kept a close watch on the elevators and 
their receipts, and know that the elevator 
you name has not received any Kansas 
wheat or any wheat from Kansas Oity fora 
longtime. In the Missouri crop the rating of 
the grain inspectors is not so likely to favor 
the seller at the expense of the buyer as was 
formerly the case, but almost anything from 
Kansas goes as No. 2.“ These views were en- 
dorsed by scores of traders on the floor. 
George H. Plant, Vice-President of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and the proprietor of the 
largest mill in the city, said: There is no 
doubt whatever that wheat that would never 
before have passed as No..2 is being now 
rated at that grade. The trouble is not 
that good No. 3 is called No. 2, but 
that Kansas hard wheat, that belongs in a 
class by itself, is mixed with soft wheat and 
the mixture passes the inspectors. I bought 
a lot of it a short time ago and know that 
this isa fact. I happened to be so situated 
that I could use the mixture and therefore 
did not refuse to take the alleged No. 2 that 
was Offered me, contenting myself with pro- 
testing, in order to avoid establishing a pre- 
cedent. 

HARD WHEAT GRADED HIGH. 

Under ordinary circumstances, however,I 
would refuse to receive it and should demand 
à guarantee that wheat sold me should not 
be mixed with hard wheat. I have heard that 
the wheat graded as No. 2 has been frequently 
refused by millers, and know that J. B. M. 
Kehlor declined to take a lot offered to him, 
and that good wheat was supplied in in its 
place. An erroneous impression seems to 
have gotten abroad that low grading is bene- 
ficial to the farmer. Certainly the practice of 
grading hard wheat above its proper place is 
very much the reverse ofadvantageous to the 
Missouri farmers. From the Kansas stand- 
point it is excellent, for it enabies the Kansas 
farmers to selltheir hard wheat at a much 
higher rate than could otherwise be done, 
and the Kansas City shippers who handle the 
crop are of course glad to see it graded high. 
But how the Missouri farmer is benefited by 
having an industry of a foreign State built up 
at his expense it is difficult to see. 

THEY WANT MORE AUTHORITY. 

The committee of the Legislature that has 
been investigating the affairs of the office of 
the Chief Gran Inspector will not 
have another meeting under the 
present act, as the committee found 
that it had only authority to 
examine into the financial condition of the 
State Inspecttor’s office and could not investi- 
gate the manner in which the deputy in- 
spectors performed their duties. All exam- 
inations concerning the manner in 
which wheat was graded was, there- 
fore, prevented, muchtothe dissatisfaction 
of more than one member of the committee. 
Chairman Neff, in particular, was discon- 
tented with the small field to which the in- 
vestigations of the committee were confined, 
and on his return to Jefferson 
City will introduce a bill authoriz- 
ing a thorough examination into all 
matters pertaining to the grain inspector’s 
office. Alexander H. Smith said: ‘‘Ifthe 
millers are summoned before a Legislative 
committee to give their testimony some in- 
teresting developments may be expected. I 
have samples of some of the stuff 
that has been forced upon the St. Louis 
millers as No.2 wheat. If the Legislature 
really wants to find out how the State inspec- 
tion is being run, andhow much Kansas 
wheat is being run in as No. 2 red, let it ap- 
point a committee and summon E. O. Stan- 
ard, Geo. H. Plant or almost any miller. 
There will be plenty ot testimony.’’ 


PAYING THEIR DUES. 


Members of the Merchants’ Exchange Set- 
tling Up. 

This morning Secretary Morgan of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange was busily engaged in re- 
ceiving the checks for the annual dues of 
members. These checks were sent in response 
to a postal card addressed to the members 
who have not already paid their dues, calling 
attention to the fact that if the dues were not 
paid by March 1 delinquents would be ex- 
cluded from the floor. Tho responses were 
unusually numerous, and itis expected that 
the number of those delinquent will be 
smaller than usual.

- SUFFERING BOOMERS. 


SETTLERS IN THE CHEROKEE STRIP UN- 
DERGOING A SEVERE EXPERIENCE. 


The Claim Jumpers Out of Food and Desti- 
tute of Fuel—A Large Number in the 
Territory Obliged to Sell Their Outfits 
to Obtain Provisions. 


The people in the Cherokee strip are Hav. 
ing a very hard time indeed.“ said 8. T. An- 
drews of Fort Sul, Oklahoma, who is at the 
Lindell. ‘‘Notwithstanding all that has been 
said to the contrary, there are to-day any- 
where from 1,500 to 2,500 boomers in the Cher- 
okee strip and no effort to amount to any- 
thing has been made to expelthem. The ma- 
jority have come in from the Kansas line, but 
not a few have entered the strip by way of 
Oklahoma, while others have drifted in from 
all directions. I was talking with five or six 
of them who had come down to Fort Sill, and 
they give a decidedly gloomy account of the 
condition of the claimjumpers. 
THE NUMBER OF THE BOOMERS. 

They have not gathered in any large 
masses, but are scattered all over the Chero- 
kee strip in parties of from four or five to 
forty or fifty. Their object seems to be not so 
much to start towns as to seize upon all the 
desirable locations adjacent to water. The 
Cherokee strip is much more arid than Okla- 
homa, and those who can control the water 
will be able to render comparatively valueless 
the land adjacent unless their owners buy the 
water privileges. It is the recognition of this 
fact that has led the boomers to scatter as they 
have done, and has given rise to the impression 
that there are not many of them in the ter- 
ritory. There are no gations 
which would attract attention, but a man 
cannot travel far in any direction wi 
meeting numerous small parties, The trouble 
that they are now having is due to the very 
imperfect equipment with which they en- 
tered the strip. 

SHORTAGE OF SUPPLIES, 
It is astonishing to think that grown men 
can be so improvident and reckless. The 
strip is very thinly settled and there are very 
few stores where provisions can be obtained 
in it, F in the habit 
of laying up stocks 
sufficient to last es months. 
poomers, however, have done this in 2 
few cases. and most of them when 1 
in have a very small stock of.

not suffered greatly from cold, 
but the season during which blizzards may be 
expected is as yet by no means over, and if 
we have a few late winter and early spring 
storms the situation of those in the strip will 
be pitiable in the extreme, as fuel is even 
scarcer among them than food. There are 
great sections of country where there is 
scarcely any wood at all, and to obtain it long 
journeys have to be made. 
A PROFITABLE INDUSTRY. 

The boomers went into the strip with the 
intention of obtaining an unfair advantage of 
those who should wait until the land 
was formally opened to settlement, 
but at present it seems likely 
that they may be classed with 
the victimized rather than the victimizers. 
A number of men from Kansas, and not a few 
from Oklahoma, have gone into the strip 
with provisions for sale, and where purchas- 
‘ers have not had the money to pay the exor- 
bitant prices asked, they have been willing 
to accept horses, mules, wagons and agri- 
cultural implements in return for food, of 
course making a most outrageous profit on 
the transaction. Isawa man who started 
out with a wagon loaded with flour and bacon, 
and drawn by four wretched crowbait horses. 
Within a fortnight he returned with four fine 
mules, a cultivator, two plows, a fine horse 
and saddle, and $147in money. His original 
investment had been less than $300, and he is 
still at work counting up how many hundred 
per cent he made. The settlers are usually 
pretty well provided with wagons and draft 
animals and areina condition that compels 
them to sell them in order to obtain food. 
Their coming was a boon to many poorly 
equipped farmers in the surrounding coun-

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BOASTFUL MITCHELL, 


SLAVIN THRASHES HIM IN A ROUGH- 
AND-TUMBLE FIGHT. 


John L. Sullivan Marching Through Geor- 
gia—A Prize-Fighter Killed in the Ring 
—Progress of the Base Ball War—Gen- 
eral Sporting News. 


New Tonk. Feb., 26.—A London dispatch 
says the true story of the facts which led to 
the arrest of Frank P. Slavin and Charles 
Mitchell formsa curious pugilistic episode. 
The summons was secured by the proprietor 
of the Arcadia Club, not the Gower Street 
Club as hasbeen erroneously cabled, to 
which house the menanda party of friends 
adjourned after they had been to the theater 
on Monday evening. The two pugilists have 
forsome time past been great friends, in 
spite of the fact that Mitchell has 
been very free in declaring that he 
could easily best Slavin. Mitchell repeated his 
boast at the club house, and intimate friends 
joined in the discussion, which became very 
heated. Slavin at first treated the matter in 
a jocular spirit, but in the end lost his temper 
and pushed Mitchell away with some degree 
of force. This seemed to rouse the blood of 
Mitchell, who made a rush at Slavin, but 
failed to hit him. Slavin replied with 
a hard one on his assailant’s neck, 
which floored the Englishman. Mitchell 
arose and reached for a bottle to strike 
Slavin, but again the latter was too quick, 
and a second time Mitchell was fioored. A 
general melee then ensued, Mitchell using 
chairs and smashing tables in his efforts to 
do up Slavin, who practically mopped up the 
floor with the boaster and finally threw him 
out of the front door, where he was hustled 
intoacab and driven home. He is now con- 
fined to his bed on account of his injuries. 
Slavin is unhurt. The action by the club 18 
brought to recover damages for the breakage 
of the club furniture. N 

+ SULLIVAN'S EYE BLACKED. 

ATHENS, Ga.. Feb. 2.—J. L. Sullivan has a 
black eye. He gotit froma train man last 
night. He indulged in cocktails before board - 
ing the train at Rome. Then he decided to 
vary the dullness of the long jump to Athens 
by thrashing one of the train hands. 
The latter objected and pretty effectu- 
ally, too. Sullivan, it is said, was 
drunk at first, but when the 
train hand landed a stinging left-hander full 
on his eye, the pain sobered him in an instant. 
He made a straight lead with his right which 
landed on the other fellow’s mouth and 
knocked out twoteeth. Sullivan then got his 
victim’s head in chancery and proceeded to 
pummel him to his heart’s content. It re- 
quired the united efforts of Duncan Harrison 
and halfa dozen of the bystanders to pull 
Sullivan off. 

ANOTHER SULLIVAN OUTBREAK. 

MACON, Ga., Feb. 2€.—While performing at 
the Academy of Music here Tuesday night 
John L. Sullivan, who was very drunk, fired 
three shots behind the scenes at a negro 
scene-shifter, who did not move as quickly 
as the pugilist actor desired. The property 
man also threw several spittoons at the negro 
and three police officers rushed back on the 
stage to learn the cause of the trouble. Al- 
though Sullivan only discharged blank car- 
tridges at the negro the latter did not know 
this and.it was along time before he could 
be made to realize that he had not been 
killed. 


BASE BALL. 

To-day the Committee on Constitution and 
By-Laws of the American Association will 
meet in Columbus and will probably remain 
in session a couple of days, preparing a new 
constitution for the organisation. President 
Von der Ahe and Secretary Munson of St. 
Louls are in attendance at the meeting. 
While the American Association is 
going ahead in a ‘business-like man- 
ner, the National League is sending 
out by telegraph all sorts of bluffs. The Asso- 
ciated Press is assiduously circulating all 
these canards and is taking as much inter- 
est in the fight as if it were itself and not the 
National League that is battling with the As- 
sociation. Every item handled by that sup- 
posedly impartial news agency has a most 
pungent League flavor. The latest League 
bluff comes from Chicago .and was of 
course given by Spalding to his newspaper 
allies as a special favor. It is the most 
ridiculous of the many bluffs already sent 
out by that body. Thistime the people are 
informed that the National League is already 
at work making preparations for the season 
of 1892, andis to have Eastern, central and 
Western associations formed in these re- 
spective sections, so that the entire territory 
of the country will be covered. The 
National League will continue as the 
one national body, but the other 
three associations will be major 
leagues. There will be only one club in any 
city and every good town in the country will 
have a team. In these arrangements the 
American Association is not taken into con- 
sideration at all, for the people are informed 
by the modest League that the Association 
will of course have passed out of existence 
long before thattime. Asa special kindness 
to St. Louis this city is to be given a place 
in the Western Association. Now 
there is a bluff that is a thing 
of beauty. No one but a League 
magnate could have the ‘‘nerve’’ to 
in it, and no one ut an inmate of an 
insa asylum the intellect to believe in it. 
News also comes from Chicago that Anson 
has League contracts with Reilly, McPhee 
and Holliday, conditional upon the Players’ 
League contracts being declared void. But 
Yesterday we were told all these men and 
many other Cincinnati players had jumped 
their contracts and joined the League. Now 
it is only claimed that three men have 
been secured, and that they have only 
signed conditional contracts. If these men 
wait until their former contracts are declared 
void before joining the League, it is not likely 
they will ever join, for Al Johnson has re- 
ceived the opinion of Lawyer L. A. Russell, 
one of the leading lawyers of Cleveland, that 
his contracts are good in law beyond any 
question, and Judge Sparks of this city and 
others have delivered similar opinions con- 
cerning the Association contracts con- 
taining the national agreement 
clause. John Healey, whom the 
League claimed had jumped the Association 
contract, not only denounces the statement as 
false, but declares very openly that he ts not 
that kind of aman. Charley King and Jack 
Boyle, whom the League were also to sign, 
express themselves in unmistakable lan- 
guage against contract jumping. After all 
their blow and bluster, the League 
has secured just two Association 
players, Knauss and ‘‘Lefty’’ Marr, and the 
latter is not competent to play in a major 
league, a minor association being his gait. 
On the other hand the American Association 
has taken from the League Mike Kelly, Dennis 
Brouthers and Harty Richardson, three 
players who are unsurpassed by any one in 
the profession; Darby O’Brien and Rad- 
bourne, both noted pitchers; Nash, a great 
third baseman ; McAleer and Tom 
Brown, of the best outfielders 
and base runners in the profession and sev- 
eral other League cracks. The Association is 
in a much better position for a fight than the 
League. The latter is already badly crippled 
by its fight with the Brotherhood last year 
and the stock of most of its clubs is outrage - 

watered. Any amount of the New 
York club stock can be bought at 7 cents on 
the dollar and besides keeping up his own 
club in Ohicago, Spalding nas to 
hold up New Torx and “Pittsburg, 


and Cleveland is also certain to need assist - 
ance. Onthe other hand, the Association 
is well backed by capital in every city and 
while it made little or no money last year it 
lost none and the League sank thousands of 
dollars and was ready to surrender when the 
Players’ League, through the treachery of 
some of its members, offered them a com - 
promise, To guarantee that none of the As- 
sociatiohfi clubs will jump and that they will 
all last out the season each club will put up 55 
per cent of its capital stock—a controlling 
interest—in the Association treasury and 
with a majority of the stock of each club in 
its control the Association can hold them all,

KILLED IN THE RING. 

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 26.—Arthur Majesty, a 
professional pugilist of some note, who ran 
an athletic training school at Toledo, was 
knocked out by Dave Seville, a local feather- 
weight, yesterday morning at Nelsonville, 
thirty miles south of here, and died three 
hours later. Majesty was 82 years of age, and 
four years ago fought a forty-seven-round 
draw at Louisville with Tommy War- 
ren, the noted featherweight. He 
was secured by the Nelsonville 
sports asa ‘‘ringer’’ to whip Seville and was 
entered under the name of Hank Tracy. The 
fight occurred in the rooms of the Nelsonville 
Athletic Club, and Majesty weighed 132 
pounds to Seville’s 119 pounds, For the first 
eleven rounds the fighting was light and 
even. Then it became flerce. In the seven- 
teenth round Seville landed both hands on 
Majesty's head and the matter came 
up weak for the eighteenth round. He 
could scarcely stand and a blow on 
the left cheek and him through the 
ropes. The police stopped the fight, which 
was awarded to Seville. Majesty was carried 
up stairs and his scalp wounds dressed and a 
broken nose set. Foratime he rallied, then 
he again became unconscious and died three 
hours after the fight. Seville and his seconds 
—Frank McHugh, the Cincinnati feather- 
weight, and Tom Mace—have been arrested.

CORRUPT PRACTICES. 


SENATOR SPARKS’ BILL TO PURIFY POLI- 
TICS IN THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 


Proposed Legislation Aimed at the Abuses 
of Bribery and Intimidation — Broad 
Definitions — Saving the Candidates’ 
Pocketbooks — Statements of Expend- 
itures—Unique Provisions. 


Senator Sparks has introduced into theGen- 
eral Assembly of Missouri a bill modeled on 
the English corrupt practices act, which has 
in some States found the same favor in the 
eyes of reformers that was accorded the Aus- 
tralian plan of conducting elections. The bill 
defines bribery.anew and in such wise as to 
destroy the efficacy of prevalent political 
methods or convert those who practice them 
into inmates of State penitentiaries. 

The first section of the law says that the 
following persons shall be deemed guilty of 
bribery, shall on conviction be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary for aterm of not less than 
two years and not more than five years and 
shall also forfeit $500 with costs of suit to any 
person who shall sue for the same in the 
name of the State of Missouri to the use of 
the person suinginany Circuit Court of the 
State having jurisdiction of the person of the 
defendant: 

DEFINING.» BRIBERY. 

„Every person who shall directly or indi- 
rectly, by himself or by any other person on 
his behalf, give, lend or promise to procure 
or endeavor to procure any money or valua- 
ble consideration to or for any voter, or to or 
‘for any person on behalf of any voter, or to 
or for any other person, in order{to induce any 
voter to vote or refrain from voting, or shall 
corruptly do any such act as aforesaid, on 
account of such voter having voted or re 
frained from voting at any election. 

Every person who shall directly or in- 
directly by himself or by any other person on 
his behalf, give or procure or agree to give 
or procure or offer, promise or promise to- 
procure or endeavor to procure, any office, 
place or employment, public or private, to 
or for any voter, or to or for any person on 
behalf of any voter, or to or for any other 
person, in order to induce such voter to vote 
or refrain from voting, or shall corruptly do 
any such act as aforesaid on account of any 
voter having voted or refrained from voting 
at an élection. 

Every person who shall directly or indi- 
rectly, by himself or any other person, on 
his behalf, make any such gift, loan, offer, 
promise, procurement or agreement as 
aforesaid to or for any person in order to in- 
duce such person to procure or endeavor to 
procure the election of any person to a pub- 
lic office, or the vote of any voter at any 
election, 

Every person who shall upon or in conse- 
quence of any such gift, loan, offer, promise, 
procurement or agreement procure or en- 
gage, promise or endeavor to procure the 
election of any person to a public office or the 
vote of any voter at any election. 

Every person who shall advance or pay 
or cause to be paid any money to or for the 
use of any other person with the intent that 
such money orany part thereof shall be ex- 
pended in bribery atany election, or who 
shall knowingly pay or cause to be paid any 
money wholly or in part expended in bribery 
at any election. 

A provision of exemption is as follows: 
Provided always that the foregoing enact- 
ment shall not extend to or be construed to 
extend toany money paid or agreed to be 
paid for or on account of any legal expenses 
bonafide incurred at or re any elec- 
tion. 

Sec. 2 provides that any votor who solicits 
directly or indirectly or receives any money 
or valuable consideration for his vote or the 
vote of any other person shall on conviction 
be imprisoned in the county jail for not less 
than a month or more than a year. 

‘*SHALL THERE BE NO MORE CAKES AND ALE?’’ 

Candidates for public office must not with- 
in ten days before a primary election, or 
within sixty days of an election,corruptly, by 
himself or any other person, directly or in- 
directly, give, provide or pay, wholly or in 
part,or promise to pay, wholly or in part,the 
expense of giving or providing any meat, 
drink, entertainment or provision to 
or for any person for the purpose of cor- 
ruptly influencing that person or any other 
person from giving his vote at such elec- 
tion.’’ A candidate who does this on con- 
viction shall be fined $25 for each offense. 
The word ‘‘corruptly’’ is probably the loop- 
hole through which, in spite of this act 
(should it 9ecomea law), cakes and ale will 
continue to be thrust uponthe susceptible 
voter. 
AIMED AT THE CLERGY. 

Sec. 4is unique in its endeavor to provide a 
penalty for the interference of the clergy in 
elections. It is as follows: 

Every person who shall directly or indi 
rectly, by himself orany other person on his 
behalf, make use of or threaten to 
make use of any force, violence or re- 
straint, or inflict or threaten to inflict 
by himself or by any other person any tem- 
poral or spiritual injury, damage, harmor 
loss upon or against any person in order to 
induce or compel such persons to vote or re- 
frain from voting at any election, or who 
shall by abduction, duress or any fraudu- 
lent device or contrivance, impede or 
prevent the free exercise ofthe franchise of 
any elector, or shall thereby compel, induce 
or prevail upon any elector either to give or 
refrain from giving his vote at any election, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the county jail not less than 
one month and not more than one year.’’ 

LIMITING CANDIDATES’ EXPENDITURES, 

In sec. 5 personation of a voteris defined, 
and the following section provides that no 
candidate for Congress or public office in this 
State, in any county, district or municipality, 
shall offer, contribute or expend to secure 
nomination and election more than the fol- 
lowing sums: 

For 53, 000 voters $100; 
for each 100 voters over 5,000 and 
under 25,000, $2; for each 100 
voters over 25,000 and under 50,000, $1, and for 
each 100 voters over 50,000, 50 cents; the num- 
ber of voters to be ascertained by the total 
number of votes cast for all the candidates 
for such office at the last preceding regular 
election held to fill the same office; and 
any payment, contribution or expenditure, or 
promise, agreement or offer to pay, contrib- 
ute or expend any money or valuable thing 
in excess of said sum for such objects and 
purposes is hereby declared unlawful.’’ 

Candidates before any caucus, convention, 
primary election or election for any State, 
county, city, township or district 
office are required within thirty 
days after the election to file with the 
officer empowered to issue certificates of elec- 
tion, a sworn statement of their expendi- 
tures or promises to pay on account of their 
candidacies. Certificates of election are ndét 
to be issued until such sworn statements are 
filed. A failure to comply will subject the 
candidate to a fine ot 51, 000, 
recovered in

Attorney-General or by the Prosecuting At- 
torney of the county of the candidate’s resi- 
pony the amount of the fine to be fixed

REMOVING AN OFFICER. ‘ 

Anyone of the charges made and 
sustained against the occupant ofa public 
office by the person who received the next 
highest number of votes shall be sufficient to 
oust that officer and seat the person who re- 
ceived the next highest namber of votes. 

That at the election at which such public 
officer was elected the total amount expend- 
ed, contributed or incurred by such officer

Or that votes were withheld from such 
applicant by reason of such practices by or 
on behalf of such officer, agent, committee or 
organization, or by reason of some act on be- 
half of such officer declared by this act to be 
unlawfuf.’ 

This proceeding of ouster can be instituted 
by the Attorney-General or Prosecuting At- 
torney, or, on their failure to act on an ap- 
plication, by the applicant himself at his own 
cost. In such a proceeding no witness can be 
excused from answering any question on the 
ground that such answer would tend to in- 
criminate or degrade him, but such answer 
cannot be used in any criminal proceeding 
against the witness. 

POLITICAL COMMITTEES. 

A political committee is defined as 
being an association of two or 
more persons for the purpose of col- 
lecting and disbursing money for election 
purposes. There must be under this act a 
treasurerto whom all moneys shall be paid. 
Other members must not receive or disburse 
money until it shall have 2 
through the treasurer’s 
The treasurer must keep pone 
books, showing all receipts and disburse- 
ments in detail, and after every election 
(within the thirty days’ period), he must file 
with the Recorder of Deeds of the county a 
full, true and detailed account and statement 
under oath of receipts and disbursements 
within a period beginning ninety days before 
the election. For failure so to do such treas- 
urér shall on conviction be fined not less than 
$50 nor more than $500. 

For failure to keep the books required or for 
destroying or defacing the same or falling to 
file the statement of account within five days 
after notified so to do by five freeholders of 
the county, the Treasurer and committee will 
render themselves liable to imprisonment in 
jail for not less than two nor more than six 
months.
